STORMING  THE  BASTILE. 

That  grim  fortress  had  for  ages  been  iden¬ 
tified  with  despotism,  and  had  grown  hateful 
to  every  soul  with  the  slightest  instinct  of 
justice  or  freedom.  Originally  the  castle  of 
Paris,  it  was  built,  during  the  Fourteenth 
century,  by  order  of  Charles  V,  suruamed 
the  W  ise,  by  Hugo  Aubriot,  provost  of  that 
capital,  at  the  gate  St.  Antoine  as  a  defense 
against  tile  English.  When  employed  long 
afterward  as  a  state  prison,  it  was  provided 
with  great  bulwark*  and  ditches.  On  each  of 
its  longer  sides,  it  had  four  towers  five  stories 
high,  above  which  ran  a  gallery  armed  with 
cannon.  The  prisons  were  situated  partly  in 
those  towers,  anil  partly  below  the  level  of 
the  ground.  Their  inmates  were  ao»hut  away 
from  the  world  as  often  to  be  w holly  forgot¬ 
ten,  and,  in  some  instances,  all  trace  of  them 
was  lost  as  well  as  the  cause  of  their  incar¬ 
ceration.  The  Bastile  would  bold  seventy  or 
eighty  prisoners,  who  were  generally  persons
